The book is in 
effect largely a tract intended to preach 
this doctrine, though the author fully recog- 
nizes the wrongs that the negroes have suf 
fered, and still suffer, at the hands of the 
whites. She would do economic justice by 
the black, but she says in plain words that 
miscegenation is unthinkable, and civil and 
political rights are matters for future con- 
sideration. 

Along with the polemics of the book go 
much local color, interesting and carefully 
studied traits of the southwesterners of 
both races and all social strata, and a 
double love story, and a murder mystery. 
All these elements give the tale a highly 
picturesque and dramatic interest. The
